While 
one of the city’s present low- 
rental developments, Carr Square 
Village, is for Negroes, and the 
other, Clinton-Peabody Terrace, 
is for whites, Murray said this 
did not constitute discrimination, 
but only segregation, which, as 
he understands, is not forbidden 
by the federal body. The new

Explosion Beneath Sidewalk at 
Tenth and Olive During

Three persons were slightly in- 
jured and splattered with hot, 
black oil when a 13,000-volt trans- 
former- of the Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri exploded under an 
iron grille in the sidewalk on 
Tenth street, just north of Olive 
street, about 12:30 p.m. today. 
The noise of the explosion at- 
tracted large crowds of Christmas 
shoppers and office workers on 
their lunch hour. Lights in ad- 
jacent stores and buildings flick- 
ered and a dull rumbling was 
heard. 

Those taken to City Hospital 
and detained for treatment of 
shock were Mr. and Mrs. Emmett. 
H. Moll of Mascoutah, Ill., who 
were walking directly above the 
iron grille in the sidewalk when 
the explosion occurred, and Mrs. 
Genevieve Ely, 406 Clara avenue, 
who was standing beside the 
grille. 

Union Electric spokesmen said 
a short circuit in the transformer 
oamiad low voltage, which backed 
up to the Ashley street plant of 
the company. When the voltage 
got too low in the transformer, 
controls were tripped on the 
pumps at the plant and the whole 
generating system in the plant 
was out of order for half an hour. 
During that period the company’s 
electricity load was carried by 
the Cahokia and Venice plants.

Extent of New Rule. 

An official of the FHA told a 
reporter the new rule extends to: 

1. Individual financing of a 
single-unit residence covered by 
any sort of racial occupancy 
covenant, and, 

2. The case of a builder put- 
ting up his houges outside cove- 
nant-covered territory, with no 
written restrictions, if FHA 
knows of a plan on his part to 
sell or rent only to persons of 
a certain race, color or religion. 

FHA does not itself make loans, 
but guarantees them. Congress 
created it with the aim of getting 
lower interest rates for home 
builders and encouraging con- 
struction. An FHA official said 
FHA financing affects about 30 
to 35 per cent of all residential 
mortgage operations. 

The announcement of.the new 
policy was made bby Solicitor 
General Philip B. Perlman to a 
meeting of the New York state 
committee on discrimination in 
housing. Copies of his remarks 
to the New York City gathering 
were released here. 

Speaking for Truman. 

Perlman said he spoke for 
President Truman, Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath and Home Finance 
Administrator Raymond M. Foley. 


e said: 

“The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration is amending its rules so 
as to refuse to aid the financing 
of any properties, the occupancy 
or use of which is restricted on 
the basis of race or creed or col- 
or.” 

Perlman said the FHA amend- 
ments “give effect” to the civil 
rights policy expressed by the 
President and also implement a 
Supreme Court decision that gov- 
ernmental support of discrimina- 
tory covenants is “contrary to the 
public policy of the United 
States.” 

“President Truman has been 
working on this matter for some 
time,” Perlman said, ‘‘and is most 
happy over the result of his ef- 
forts.” 

Under the amendments no prop- 
erty will be eligible for FHA 
mortgage insurance if, after the 
date to be specified in the amend- 
ments and before the FHA-in-

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 2 (UP) 
~—Coal producers appeared deter- 
mined today to maintain a solid 
front against John L, Lewis. They 
attacked the mine union leader's 
new three-day week maneuver as 
destructive to the industry, and 
indicated they would continue to 
resist his attempts to negotiate 
individual or sectional! contracts. 

However, Government officials 
believed the coal dispute would 
be settled without another strike. 
Presidential Assistant John R. 
Steelman said in Key West, Fla., 
that he believed “‘we’ll have in- 
dustrial peace for a long while.” 


Miners Ordered Back. 

Less than 11 hours after the 
year’s fourth coal walkout began 
Wednesday midnight, Lewis or- 
dered the 400,000 soft-coal miners 
back to work Monday and placed 
the entire industry, including 80,- 
000 anthracite miners, on a three- 
day week until further notice. 

The move, it is believed, is cal- 
culated to reduce bituminous and 
anthracite coal stockpiles of more 
than 30,000,000 tons gradually so 
as to enhance the United Mine 
Workers’ bargaining position. 

A resolution approved by the 
UMW policy committee in New 
York, where Lewis made the an- 
nouncement, authorized negotia- 
tion of contracts with individual 
coal companies, whereupon the 
work week would be extended to 
the regular five days. 

UMW contracts with the coal 
operators expired last June 30. 

“This is just another one of his 
tricks,” said an operator spokes- 
man in Pittsburgh. ‘“He’s been 
trying since October to break one 
segment or another away from 
the solid front.” 

Statement in Indiana. 

In Indianapolis, two Indiana 
coal operators’ associations issued 
a joint statement yesterday indi- 
cating they would negotiate with 
Lewis only through the national 
negotiating committee. 

“The national joint conference 
can be reconvened at any time 
suitable to Mr. Lewis, at which 
time our representatives will be 
present,” the statement said.

Effects of Radio Direction 


» Finder Under Study at Cana- 


dian Research Center. 


DELTA, Manitoba, Dec. 2 (AP) 
—The Waterfowl Research Sta- 
tion here has been studying the 
effect of the radio direction in- 
dicator on birds. Purpose of the 
research is secret but there have 
been hints it might have some- 
thing to do with radio control of 
living things. 

In at least a dozen tests here, 
the flights of ducks broke and 
scattered when the high frequen- 
cy radar beam hit them, Then 
they regrouped and kept on fly- 
ing. 

So far it looks as if only for- 
eign birds are so sensitive. Dr. 
H. Albert Hochbaum, director of 
the research station, said the ra- 
dar beam appeared to have lit- 
tle or no effect on birds that live 
the year ’round in this aréa. Only 
fast-flying migratory ducks got 
mixed up.

A vigorous defense of the ad- 
ministration of criminal laws in 
St. Louis was voiced today by Cir- 
cuit Judge David J. Murphy in 
reply to criticism from George C.

At the same time 
the judge expressed the opinion 
that Smith “is not advertising our 
city any too well.” 

In. receiving the report of the 
September term circuit court 
grand jury, which heard Smith’s 
views on the crime situation yes- 
terday, Judge Murphy declared: 
“T think that, as far as general 
crime conditions in St. Louis are 
concerned, we have a very fine 
city.” 

No Reference to Gambling. 

He defended the practice of let- 
ting defendants plead guilty on 
reduced charges in certain types 
of criminal cases—a practice as- 
sailed by Smith—but made no 
direct reference to Smith's asser- 
tion that gambling has been “‘no- 
toriously overlooked” by judges 
and prosecutors here for “a con- 
siderable length of time.”

A “star,” formed by the con- 
junction of the orbits of the plan- 
ets Saturn and Mars, is now shin- 
ing in the southern sky, where 
it has been drawing the attention 
of professional and amateur star- 
gazers for the last two days. 

This conjunction, in which the 
two planets appear to be about 
one-third the width of the moon 


apart, happens every two years. 
In two more days, Saturn and 
Mars will have gone their sepa- 
rate ways. It may be best seen in 
the hours between 3 and 5:30 a.m. 

A second conjunction, between 
Jupiter and Venus, will occur 
next Tuesday, but this “star” will 
resemble two automobile head- 
lights burning in the sky. Edward 
Brooks, associate professor of 
geophysics at St. Louis Univer- 
sity, says that Jupiter and Venus 
will seem to be roughly four 
widths of the moon apart.

administrative set-up was sub- 
mitted to the board by Henry F.. 
Chadeayne, chairman of the ad- | 
ministrative department of the | 
board, in an interim report on be- 
half of his committee. The pro- | 


posal must be adopted by the __ 


board and included in the new 
city charter and the latter must | 
be approved by the voters before 
it can become effective. Some 
changes in state statutes also will 
be required. 

In addition to the nine depart- 
ments and aviation commission, 
there would be a city auditor ap- 
pointed by the Board of Alder- 
men. Provision will be made for 
a planning commission. 

Departmental Division. 


The nine departments would be 
those of personnel, finance, water, 
health and welfare, public works, 
fire, parks and recreation, law, 
and regulatory inspection. The 
committee has approved the de- 
tailed charter language of the pro- 
visions for the departments of 
parks and recreation, fire and 
water, and is drafting provisions 
for the other departments. It has 
approved the draft for the depart- 

ment of finance prepared by the 
committee on municipal finance 
and taxation, now, being discussed 
by the board as a whole. 

The proposed set-up, if ulti- | 
mately adopted, would make sub- 
stantial changes in the present ad- | 
ministrative organization, chiefly 
by concentrating power in the 
mayor. The Board of Freehold- 
ers is committed to a strong

Problem of Water Surplus. 


What to do with the $14,000,000 
surplus in the water division when 
it is raised to a department under 
the proposed set-up is causing the 
board considerable concern. 

Under the proposal for a de- 
partment of finance, the water 
system is to be treated, as far as 
possible, as a private utility. The 
first charge on its revenues would 
be operating expenses, including 
interdepartmental charges and a 
payment to the city equal to what 
the system would pay if privately 
operated and interest and pay- 
ments on a debt retirement sink- 
ing fund. Any money remaining 
would go te a capital replacement 
fund and for reduction of rates 
for the ensuing year. 

John I.) Rollings, a member of 
the board, charged the present 
and past management of the wa- 
ter division with. neglecting main- 
tenance in favor of bifilding up a 
large surplus. 

Rehabilitation Task. 


Admitting the problem was a 
troublesome one, John R. Shepley, 
chairman of the committee on 
municipal finance and taxation, 
pointed out the. division has stat- 
ed it has a rehabilitation task for 
the system that probably will cost 
upward of $19,000,000.

Traffic Survey to Be Made. 

The third appropriation bill, 
which was passed, calls for $45,- 
700 for a traffic survey for future 
planning of state and national 
highways through the city. The 
survey will be made by State 
Highway Department employes, 
and the appropriation will be re- 
funded to the city by state and 
Federal Government as the work | 
progresses. | 

The traffic survey, it was said, 
would plan for continuance of 
the Third Street Interregional 
Highway, which under present 
plans will start at Twelfth street 
and Gravois avenue and termi- 
nate at Third and Poplar streets. 
The state will spend $10,600 in 
the survey, it was reported. 

Alderman Louis G. Berra in- 
troduced a bill that would estab- 
lish a Council on Human Rela- 
tions, as recommended recently 
by the Mayor’s Committee on 
Human Relations.

Issues Before New Session. 

As the result, the next session 
will be faced with these issues: 

Demand by Gov. Mickelson 
for a comprehensive statement 
of all phases of policy on han- 
dling of publicly generated 
hydro-electric power. An ef- 
fort will be made to obtain this 
from the new Secretary of the 
Interior, Oscar L. Chapman. 

Effort by Gov. Smith to ob- 
tain positive assurance in bind- 
ing form that upstream irri- 
gation and power developments 
will not interfere with the sup- 
ply of water for domestic and 
sanitary purposes in Missouri 
cities. : 


Congress to prohibit federal 
agencies from allocating water 
for irrigation, power or. navi- 
gation except with the approv- 
al of all states involved. 


These demands by the gover- 
nors reflect a growing disposition 
on the part of the states to as- 
sume a ruling voice in the man- 
agement of the program, which 
started mainly as a mixture of ir- 
rigation, navigation and _ flood 
control work but has expanded 
into a much wider field. 


They also add to a recent ten- 
dency to sharpen sectional and 
state differences, in contrast to 
the basic objective of valley-wide 
action. Nevertheless, Interagency 
members in general continue to 
feel that it is desirable and help- 
ful to .meet such issues publicly, 
even if they arouse strong feel- 
ings, as occurred at times yes- 
terday.

GRENVILLE BAKER 
WIDOW TO RECEIVE 
~ $50,000 OF ESTATE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP) — 
The widow of young Grenville 
Baker, banking heir mysteriously 
killed in Florida last January, 
settled her claim to his estate 
yesterday for $50,000. 

Baker and his wife, the former 
Alicia Grajales of Mexico City, 
had separated before his death 
on Jan. 17. She is a member of 
a wealthy Mexica@ family. 

The estate was valued at more 
than $1,000,000. Baker’s will left 
his widow only $2500 in cash, 
plus the income from a trust 
fund to be made up of one-half 
his residuary estate. The other 
half was to go in trust to his 
mother, Mrs. Edith Kane Baker. 

Baker’s wife expressed dis- 
pleasure at the terms, and the 
compromise was approved by 
Surrogate William T. Collins 
after it was recommended by a 
court-appointed special guardian, 
Laurence D. Kieran. 

Baker was found lying on a 
lonely Florida road near Talla- 
hassee after a jeep accident, dy- 
ing from a pistol bullet wound. 
His own pistol, with two shots 
fired, was found beside him. It 
was never determined whether 
he was murdered, committed sui- 
cide or was killed accidentally.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2—Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, whom the American 


Medical Association “muzzled” last ¥ 


June has quit as editor. of the 
A.M.A, Journal and its ecompan- 
ion publication, Hygeia. 

“It was impossible for me to 
continue under the circum- 
stances,” Dr. Fishbein said yester- 
day in explanation. He referred 


to the action of the A.M.A. trus- 
tees in limiting his writing and 
speaking activities strictly to sci- 
entific subjects. 

“I could not produce the type 
of medical journal I was accus- 
tomed to. I could not speak out 
freely and vigorously on issues 
which I felt were important,” 
Fishbein said. 


“Retirement” Predicted. 


Dr. Fishbein’s departure from 
the A.M.A, editorships had been 
considered imminent since the 
trustees’ announcement in June. 
In the same announcement, it was 
stated that Dr. Austin Smith was 
being groomed to become editor 
of the Journal when Dr. Fishbein 
retired. 

Dr. W. W. Bower, associate edi- 
tor of Hygeia, is slated to become 
editor of that publication. 

Dr. Fishbein, 60 years old, had 
been with the A.M.A: Journal 37 
years, 25 of them as its editor. 

The A.M.A. declined to com- 
ment on Dr. Fishbein’s resigna- 
tion. A spokesman merely said: 

“The matter of Dr. Fishbein’s 
retirement is in the hands of the 
board of trustees. The full board 
does not meet until Dec. 6 in 
Washington. An announcement 
concerning the matter will be 
made at that time.” . 

Dr. Fishbein’s’' hard-hitting 
speaking and writing activities 
bred both opponents and support- 
ers—and $30,000,000 in libel suits. 
He shrugged off criticism with 
this observation: 

“If I have the facts I tell them. 
If I am sued, I defend myself.” 

He never lost a single libel suit. 
His critics in the medical world 
charged he had set himself up as 
a dictator of American medicine.

PRIEST ON ST 
IN YUGOSLAV TRIAL 


Russian Orthodox Clergy- 
man Gives Conflicting 
‘Testimony — Woman 
Pleads Guilty.

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia, Dec. 2 
(AP) — A gray-bearded Russian 
Orthodox priest pleaded “partly 
guilty” today to Yugoslav charges 
that he worked for the Nazis in 
this country during the war and 
lately spied for Russia against 
Premier Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz. 
The Rev. Aleksei Krishko, in 
long black priest’s robes, heads a 
group of 10 Russian White Guard- 
ists being tried here as spies for 
the Soviet Embassy jn Belgrade 
and spreaders of Cominform 
propaganda against the Tito gov- 
ernment. , 
Ksenia Komad, the only wéman 
defendant, pleaded guilty to 


charges of collaboration with the 
azis. 


Priest’s Testimony. 


Father Krishko was the first to 
take the stand today. A blanket 
indictment against all 10 defend- 
ants was read yesterday. 
Twice the priest was in tears. 
Speaking broken Serbian, he re- 
fused to take a seat. His testi- 
mony, was full of contradictions. 
At the beginning he denied flatly 
he ever worked for the German 
Gestapo while it was in Yugo- 
slavia during 12:2 war. 
“I did not collaborate with the 
Germans,” he told the court, his 


But then he admitted he had said 
during earlier investigation that 
several White Russians in Yugo- 
slavia had joined the Germans on 
his advice. 


Soviet Reporters at Trial. 


The first day’s questioning of 
the priest was pointed mainly at 
establishing» the charge that all 
the accused—former Czarist Rus- 
sians who fled here after the Bol- 
shevik revolution and then be- 
came Soviet citizens after the last 
war—had worked for the Nazis. 
Nothing yet has been said about 
the principal charge that they dis- 
tributed .anti-Yugoslav  propa- 
ganda, collected “false” informa- 
tion about conditions in this coun- 
try, reported dissension, hunger 
and economic difficulties to the 
Soviet Embassy in Belgrade and 
distributed Cominform  propa- 
ganda. 


As the second day of the trial 
started two. Soviet news corre- 
spondents were admitted into the 
courtroom.

Former Communist John H. 
Schomaker, who sparred with 
chief defense attorney Vince Hal- 
linan through a stormy cross-ex- 
amination yesterday, mentioned 
Schrimpf in his testimony as a 
leader in a meeting to discipline 
Bridges’s private secretary. 
Schomaker was a key witness 
in the Government attempt to 
prove that Bridges was once an 
active member of the Communist 
party. Schomaker said he gave 
Bridges an application form and 
that Bridges was admitted to the 
party in 1933, paid dues, attended 
meetings and took Communist or- 
ders in the 1934 strike.

I reckon them 
boys was hollering about as loud 
as they could.”

a longtime klansman and member 
of the provisional klavern at 
Trenton, Ga. | 

Previously the Negroes testi- 
fied they were beaten with sticks, 
ropes and leather straps after 
they had removed their trousers. 


JUDGES TRYING NEW PLAN 
TO SPEED CRIMINAL CASES 


A new system intended to 
speed trials of criminal cases was 
introduced on an experimental 
basis today. Judges of the three 
criminal divisions of the circuit 
court met with lawyers in Judge 
David J. Murphy’s .court and 
called the trial docket for next 
Monday. It took less than an 
hour to work out the schedule. 

Usually all day Monday is 
spent working out the schedule in 
each of the three separate divi- 
sions.. Lawyers needed in one 
courtroom often are tied up in 
another court. Judge Francis E. 
Williams hailed the experiment 
as a “great improvement.” Mor- 
ris A. Shenker, the city’s busiest 
criminal lawyer, often the cause 
of delays in the courts, also said 
the new system was “very good.” 

Judge Murphy suggested the 
new plan. Whether to make the 
system permanent will be decid- 
ed Dec. 22 by all the circuit 
judges, meeting in general term. 


FIRST NEGRO TAKES OATH 
'AS U.S, APPEALS COURT JUDGE 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2 (AP) 
—William H. Hastie, former gov- 
ernor of the Virgin Islands, was 
sworn in yesterday as the first 
Negro judge of a United States 
Court of Appeals—next to the 
Supreme Court the highest ju- 
dicial body in the nation. 

Hastie, who received an interim 
appointment to the Third Circuit 
bench by President Truman, must 
be confirmed by the Senate. 

The 45-year-old former dean of 
Howard University became. the 
seventh judge of the Third Cir- 
cuit. He had been governor of the 
Virgin Islands for three and a 
half years. Prior to that he ‘served 
fs a United States district judge 

the ‘Virgin Islands, assistant 
solicitor in the Department of the 
Interior, and civil aid to the Sec- 
retary of War during World War 
II. He is a graduate of Amherst 
College and Harvard Law School.

Bears Open 23-Game Basketball 
Schedule Against Westminster;

A year ago the Bears won 13 
games and lost nine, and the num- 
ber of victories matched the high- 
est total. of any Hilltop team to 
be found in the records.

“We have reached two mile- 
stones in our football history,” 
Bingham said. “Intersectional 
games are out. We are going to 
stick to Ivy League members with 
the exception of Pennsylvania. 
We can’t compete against their 
state scholarships.” 

The other Ivy League members 
are Yale, Princeton, Columbia, 
Dartmouth, Cornell and Brown. 

Bingham also said that the bur- 
den of financing Harvard’s exten- 
sive athletic program would be 
taken off football’s shoulders and 
shared by the university, itself. 
Harvard’s Athletic Association 
has suffered a $326,000 deficit 
during the past three years, Bing- 
ham explained. 

Football’s Rewards. 

“If athletics are .good, they are 
good for everybody,” Bingham 
added. “And the only two things 
Harvard will offer an athlete are 
a chance for the best education he 
can get anywhere and a job at 
which he will have to work.” 

Bingham’s views drew a sig- 
nificant retort from Provost Paul 
H. Buck, also dean of Harvard’s 
Faculty of Arts and Sciences. 

“It is premature to describe the 
report of an interview with Mr. 
Bingham as an official statement 
of Harvard University policy,” 
Provost Buck said. “As director 
of athletics, Mr. Bingham’s views 
carry much weight. But the Har- 
vard Athletic -Association is an 
integral part of the university 
and the views of other interested 
parties, including students and 
alumni, must be considered.

The vote was deferred until 
Monday in the General Assem- 
bly’s 59-nation Political Commit- 
tee at the request of China’s chief: 
delegate, T.F. Tsiang. He said he 
is expecting new instructions from 
his government. 

The Chinese delegation thus 
averted until next week what 
Jooks like certain defeat on the 
diplomatie front. Tsiang’s request 
again raised the possibility that 
the Nationalist Government, in 
the face of overwhelming opposi- 
tion, might modify its demands. 
Tsiang has been under pressure 
from other delegations to with- 
draw his proposal after it became 
clear few delegates would support 
it as it stands. 

Milder 5-Power Proposal. 

He said yesterday he would in- 
sist on a vote on his proposal 
despite the fact that most dele- 
gates had expressed preference 
for a milder five-power proposal 
urging a hands-off policy so the 
Chinese people could settle their 
own problems.

The Dutch said too rapid independence for Indonesia would 
provide a heaven-sent opportunity for Communist infiltration and 
eventual victory. They contended that the Indonesians were too 
weak and too inexperienced to cope with the clever technique of 


Communist penetration. 


Indonesians retorted that “‘it 
takes a guerrilla to fight a guer- 
rilla” and pointed to their ruth- 
less purge of Communist leaders 
in September 1948 as evidence of 
their anti-Communist determina- 
tion. They warned that Dutch 
delay might drive many Indo- 
nesians into the Communist camp. 


What is the truth? The United 
States, through its sympathy for 
Indonesian nationalism and _ its 
pressure for a Dutch - Indonesian 
settlement, apparently believed 
that an equitable agreement of- 
fered the best prospects for hold- 
fing Communism in check. This 
attitude seems to make sense, 
although it is apparent that Com- 
munism will remain a greater or 
less threat to Indonésian stability. 


Strategically Vital’ Area. 


Sprawling over a land and 
water area as vast as the United 
States, the 3000 islands of the 
Indonesian Archipelago form the 
Strategically vital rim of south- 
east Asia. Beginning in the west 
with Sumatra, which is separated 
from Malaya only by the Strait 
of Malacca, the islands string 
across 3400 miles of tropic seas 
to end in the great land mass of 
New Guinea. In a northward 
thrust, the islands of Borneo and 
Celebes Teach almost to the Phil- 
ippines. the’ south, under 
Timor and New Guinea, lies 
Australia. 

Internal strife has beset Indo- 
nesia since 1946. Immediately 
after the Japanese surrender, 
President Soekarno and his Re- 
publicans set up their own gov- 
ernment in Jogjakarta on Java 
and defied the Dutch. They asked 
for immediate and complete self- 
government. 

When the Dutch sought to re- 
gain their political and economic 
hold on the islands through mili- 
tary action, the Republicans 
fought back. Matters came to a 
climax when the United Nations 
Security Council approved a final 
resolution Jan. 28, 1948, calling 
upon the Netherlands government 
and the “Republic of Indonesia” 
to discontinue military operations 
and prepare for negotiation of 
their differences. 

After months of bickering, fea- 
tured by frequent renewal of 
fighting, the parties to the dis- 
pute announced at The Hague 
Nov. 2 that a formula had been 
reached for the transfer of Dutch

PEIPING LABOR MANIFESTO 
CALLS FOR FIGHT ON ‘WHITE 
TERROR’ OF ‘IMPERIALISTS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2 (AP) 


COMMUNIST - DOMI- 
NATED trade union con- 
ference in Peiping yester- 

day issued a manifesto calling 
on the workers of Asia to re- 
sist the “‘white terror” of the 
“imperialists.” _. 

A broadcast heard here in- 
veighed against “persecutions 
led by the imperialists and 
their agents” in India, Japan, 
Southern Korea, Burma, Mala- 
ya, Indonesia, Siam (Thailand), 
Indochina and Iran in the Mid- 
dle East. 

The manifesto was issued at 
the closing session of the 
“trade union conference of 
Asian and Australian coun- 
tries” which has been in ses- 
sion in the Chinese Commu- 
nist capital. 

Delegates from most of these 
countries attended. Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, however, re- 
fused to let a Japanese Com- 
munist delegation go to Peip- 
ing, a fx«ct that was noted in 
the manifesto.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2 (UP)—Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, former American 
Military Governor of Germany, 
said last night that Communism 
may be stopped—finally—‘“by the 
real voice of America.” 

“The real voice of America,” he 
said, “emanates from those 
who have found and those who 
are finding out that friendship 
need not be destroyed by racial, 
religious or economic differ- 
ences.’ 

Clay made the remarks after he 
received a citation from the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews. It was awarded for his 
efforts to improve relations be- 
tween Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews in Germany. 

The award was presented by 
former Navy icaiee adel John L. 
Sullivan. 


4TH ATOMIC UNIT 
AT OAK RIDGE TO 
COST $162,000,000 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn., Dec. 2 
(AP)—The fourth in a series of 
atomic production units will be 
built here at a cost of about 
$162,000,000. 


Plans for the plant were dis- 
closed today in an Atomic Energy 
Commission announcement. It 
said the Maxon Construction Co. 
of Dayton, O., has been approved 
as construction contractor and 
Giffels & Vallet, Inc., of Detroit 
as architect-engineer for the 
project. 

The two firms already are 
building a $66,000,000 plant known 
as K-29. It is the third in’a series 
of gaseous diffusion units for pro- 
duction of uranium-235 in the 
Oak Ridge area.

Thrust at Eccles. 

The Treasury Secretary agreed 
with Douglas that co-operation be- 
tween the Treasury and Federal 
Reserve Board is important. But 
he added—in an obvious thrust 
at Eccles—“it has to be a two 
way street.” He also challenged 
the subcommittee to read parts of 
Eccles’s letter to Federal Reserve 
Chairman Thomas B. McCabe 
when the latter testifies tomor- 
row and “see if he agrees.” 

In his testimony, Snyder stated 
that “the time to have a balanced 
budget is now.” He ducked, how- 
ever, when asked by Douglas 
whether the budget should be bal- 
anced by increasing taxes, cutting 
spending, or both. 

“That matter is in the hands of 


Charges by Eccles. 

Eccles, who was demoted from 
chairman to vice chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board after he 
ridiculed the Administration's 
anti-inflation program, charged 
that the Treasury’s “inflationary” 
policies are nullifying any meas- 
ures his agency may take to keep 
the national economy on an even 
keel. 

He rapped the Treasury — and 
through it the Truman Administra- 
tion—for having a “general easy 
money bias under almost any and 
all circumstances.” 

He said Treasury policies are 
forcing inflation at a time when 
“it may be in the interest of 
economic stability to take the 
opposite action.” 

Eccles called for Congress to 
“fix clearly the responsibility for 
national monetary and credit 
policy”—and, in effect, to stop the 
Treasury from dragging the Fed- 
eral Reserve System along on de- 
cisions. 

From a strictly financial stand- 
point, his most important com- 
ment was a declaration that the 
present “rigid support of Govern- 
ment securities should not be con- 
tinued indefinitely” because “ the 
circumstances that made it neces- 
sary are no longer compelling.” 

He was referring to the re- 
serve system’s practice of sup- 
porting Government bonds at par 
value by paying the par price for 
all bonds offered when the mar- 
ket price threatens to slip below 
par. 

Eccles said the Treasury sel- 
dom seeks the advice of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System on debt 
management policies and that 
when the system offers sugges-

As to Mr. Clifford’s Resignation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Brandt’s plea for clemency 
for Clifford in his determination 
to resign from his official position 
brings to mind some practical and some 
very impractical thoughts. 


To be practical first, Mr. Clifford's 
problem is an old one that has been re- 
peated in many ways and many times; 
namely, you cannot serve two masters 
at the same time, in this case your 
country and yourself. Even so, there 
are material compensations to serving 
one’s country. There is power and 
prestige and position, but there is no 
money, so we do discover that, after all, 
we cannot have our cake and eat it, too, 
although we are still trying to find 
ways to solve this difficulty. 

Now to the very impractical and 
never to be mentioned implications of 
Mr. Clifford’s resignation. We can, per- 
haps, sympathize with him, but can we 
find anything to admire in his action? 

The western world has always given 
lip service to those ideals of high pur- 
pose and service to humanity, and its 
greatest idol is a man who sacrificed 
his very life for his principles and his 
fellow men—a man who said, “follow 
me.” These are the teachings to which 
we so proudly point and upon which 
we claim our civilization rests. 

Can such a gap between ideals and 
practice produce anything but the sense 
of frustration of which we so constantly 
complain? Is not the resolve of Mr. 
Clifford, or of anyone in a like situa- 
tion, merely another highlight of the 
dilemma of our civilization?® It is not 
the fact that any such man will resign 
under such circumstances, but rather 
the degree to which his resignation is 
condoned by the American public, that 
is so devastating. 

If feathering his own nest is the 
highest duty of man, let us admit it 
and we shall all be a great deal happier. 
But if we believe in those principles we 
teach, let us say that no matter what 
he does in the face of his financial 
problem, what Mr. “goecon iggy do 
is and serve his country.

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A Sad Session 

Missourl Legislatures are growing less and 
less satisfactory and more and more expensive. 
The 1949 session, for example, managed to set 
a new record with appropriations running to 
$595,000,000. Yet it left some of its most im- 
portant work undone. Partly for the worst of 
all reasons: downright cowardice. 

This was a session which could have made 
history by opening the University of Missouri 
to Negro students. In itself, this would have 
made no great change. But it would have signi- 
fied a new respect for the fundamental Ameri- 
ean principle of equality of opportunity. And it 
would have opened the way for a broadening of 
the influence of education without which it is 
well nigh impossible to solve racial problems. 

But as Curtis Betts reports, the members of 
the Missouri Senate were afraid to go on record. 
After it became politically unwise to smother a 
House-approved measure in committee, the Sen- 


ators left a substitute dangling as unfinished: 


business. They just didn’t have the courage to 
vote “Yes” or “No.” This after the students at 
Columbia—those directly affected by the meas- 
ure—had indicated overwhelming approval. 
What a spectacle to behold in the august Senate 
of the sovereign State of Missouri! 

It is a little more difficult to be severe with 
the legislators over their failure to authorize 
continuation of the St. Louis earnings tax. This 
failure confronts the city with a deficit that 
may run as high as $10,000,000. The rural rep- 
resentatives certainly showed little respect for 
the community whose state taxes pay a large 
part of their school, road and other expenses. 

On the other hand, the City Hall did virtually 
nothing to put this tax into a more acceptable 
form. When the legislators proposed to exempt 
the first $2000 of a man’s earnings, the flat tax 
was exposed for what it is, a “sock-the-poor” 
device. Perhaps the City Administration will 
now recognize that ability to pay is more impor- 
tant than ease of collection in connection with 
taxation. St. Louis needs this revenue, but it 
should now be obvious that it would be easier— 
and more fair—to get it on a graduated basis. 

Perhaps the legislators actually are to be com- 
plimented on their sardonic refusal to grant 
Gov. Smith’s request for a special referendum 
on the gasoline tax increase. It was all too 
obvious that Mr. Smith did not want this issue 
to come before the voters in a general election 
in which he might be seeking a senatorship. 
But the Legislature has hardly made up for 
passing this highway measure in unacceptable 
form in the first place. After all, the Gover- 
nor did #bandon a sound bill for one which he 
felt sure would win legislative approval. 

The irony of the situation is that the Legisla- 
ture has by no means buried its shortcomings by 
adjournment. Gov. Smith is almost sure to call 
a special session early next year. He can limit 
this to the consideration of a few matters which 
he deems especially urgent, or he can call upon 
the legislators to reconsider almost everything 
they have done and left undone.

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- People Want a Transit Pass 

When the Public Service Co. officers assert 
that restoration of a weekly transit pass would 
not be “economically feasible,” the question is 
what they mean by feasible. Certainly a bus 
and streetcar pass could be made to pay for 
itself at some figure. 

While the fare increase was before the State 
Public Service Commission, two minority mem- 
bers held that the pass should be restored at 
$1.85. They expressed a fear that the 2-cent 
general fare rise might not bring gn enough 
money for the company. A weekly pass, they 
concluded, would stimulate riding. 

Maybe $1.85 is not the best figure for a 
weekly pass. The City argued that it was too 
much; the company, that it was too little. But 
there is no doubt that St. Louisans want the 
pass restored. The Public Service Co. owes 
some acknowledgment of the public’s wish, in- 
stead of insisting that the pass is not feasible.

Coal miners know that their average 
weekly wage has tripled in a decade, and ap- 
preciate this when they appraise Lewis. 

Yet, in the long run, Lewis’ policy threatens 
trouble and more trouble both for his miners 
and for the industry on which they depend. 

The miners have been out of work nine weeks 


this year. Their estimated loss in pay is placed | 


at $300,000,000. Their extensive health and 
welfare service is now virtually non-existent. 
And at three days’ work a week, their take- 
home pay will come to about $42. 


As for the industry, it has seldom been able to 


find a full market for the enormous amounts of 
coal which it can dig. Frequent strikes and 
frequent pay increases have added to production 
costs. The price of coal has doubled in seven 
years. Meanwhile, coal has steadily lost ground 
to the competition of gas and oil. 

Coal producers have shown no leadership 
capable of ministering to a sick industry. They 
have. pined for something like the Guffey Act, 
under which the industry set prices and produc- 
tion quotas. This made the Government party 
to a monopoly. , 

John L. Lewis has shown leadership, of a sort. 
He has expressed a desire to “stabilize” the in- 
dustry, and has cut production to three-fifths of 
what it might be. He has, in short, used his 
union to enforce restrictions that the industry 
itself could not enforce, legally or otherwise. 

If under such compulsion, coal prices. keep 
going up and coal production keeps going back- 
wards, a dubious future is ahead of the industry. 
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Liberals and Liberal Spenders 

Now that Gen. Eisenhower’s campaign cap— 
or rather is mortar-board—has been thrown 
into the presidential ring by the political specu- 
lators, the General may be pardoned a few po- 
litical remarks. The presidency of Columbia 
University, of course, offers an almost irresist- 
ible sounding board. 

We trust, however, that the General will con- 
tinue to be mindful of the high esteem he won 
as commander of the Allied armies. He won 
this distinction primarily for his diplomacy, tact 
and fairness. And those are qualities all too 
rare in the political field. 

So it was a little disheartening when in a 
speech in New York the other night he failed to 
resist the temptation of a wise-crack. ‘A lib- 
eral,” he said, “is a man in Washington who 
wants to play the Almighty with our money.” 

As a matter of fact, liberals are quite as con- 
cerned with honesty, efficiency and economy in 
governmental expenditures as anybody else. Cer- 
tainly, they are more concerned with these vir- 
tues than the growing army of lobbyists, payroll 
padders and pork barrel-rollers. As much as any 
conservative, the liberal wants a dollar’s worth 
of public service for every public dollar spent. 
He and the conservative may have differences as 
to the fields in which a dollar can be profitably 
spent. Let the debate be on that point. 

Let us not forget that it was Senator Douglas 
of Illinois, a liberal, who fought hardest for 
economy in the last session. And let us not for- 
get that another liberal, the late Justice Bran- 
deis, made almost a fetish out of the concern 
for “other people’s money.” 
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Ohio’s Vote on Margarine 


Ohio voters’ thumping approval of yellow ’ 


margarine at the polls should serve notice on 
public officials that the public disapproves of 
laws which make margarine costly or incon- 
venient to use. 

So far as convenience is concerned, the Ohio 
vote is a decided victory for margarine; no 
housewife welcomes the unnecessary labor of 
mixing in the coloring herself. As concerns 
cost, Ohians were not able to do much for them- 
selves, for the 10-cent additional tax on colored 
margarine is federal. 

Their vote may, however, warn members of 
Congress that they are incurring the disapprov- 
al of voters in retaining these unfair taxes 
which serve no purpose other than to give but- 
ter an artificigl advantage. 
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Questions for Insurance Men 

The House Lobbying committee is about to 
ask some of the major insurance companies for 
a report on the money they are spending in 
support of the American Medical Association’s 
campaign against a national health insurance 
program. 

The committee already has information about 
promises of insurance firms to contribute to 
the advertising campaign which the A.M.A. is 
planning. The companies, it is said, also will 
mail propaganda pamphlets to their policy- 
holders and otherwise participate. 

The whole question is scheduled for discus- 
sion Dec. 3 at the convention of the National 
Association of Insurance Companies in Gal- 
veston. That ought to be a good time for some- 
body to ask whether it is a wise public relations 
policy to propagandize clients on a subject on 
which: they may -have strong feelings. Time 
was when employers inserted political cam- 
paign material in pay-envelopes, but they : 
ly. try that on their customers. 

There is an even more serious question 
volved: Will the companies be spending the 
policy-holders’ money in such a campaign 
Especially in the mutual companies, 
this money not go to the policy-holders in th 
form of dividends if it were not spent on 
half of the A.M.A.?

Britain’s Conquest of Canada 


THE GREAT WAR FOR THE EMPIRE: THE VICTOR- 
1OUS YEARS, 1758-1760, by Lawrence Henry Gipson. 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 467 pgs., $7.50.) : 

This volume, which is the seventh in 
Prof. Gipson’s full-dress history of “the 
British Empire before the American Revo- 
lution,” is the second in a trilogy dealing 
with the French and Indian War. The 
previous volume covered “the Years of 
Defeat, 1754-1757.” In this volume he 
carries the story on from the assumption 
of power by Pitt the Great Commoner 
through the loss of Fort William Henry up 


‘ to and including the capture of Quebec 


and the conquest of all Canada. 


Comparisons with Parkman are inevit- 
able. Gipson’s findings of fact do not_ap- 
pear to differ greatly from Parkman— 
though he does attribute less importance 
to the disunity between Vaudreuil and 
Montcalm as a factor in causing the 
French defeat—but their method and 
treatment differ widely. While Parkman's 
great sweep of brilliant and dramatic nar- 
rative and the way he played his search- 
light on the great figures of the drama 
are lacking, Gipson is superior in his 

careful and judic- 
ious analysis and the 
thoroughness of his 
research. Also his 
survey takes in more 
territory. The two 
treatments may be 
So as typical 
of the respective 
schools and periods 
of historical writing 
—the one the more 
literary approach, 
the other the more 
scientific. 
Gipson pays con- 
; ‘ giderable attention 

Lawrence H, Gipson to the attitude of 
the several colonies towards the war. He 
shows that it varied very greatly. The 
farther north you went the more active be- 
came the war participation—which is, per- 
haps, only natural as it shows a variance 
in direct ratio to the extent and menace 
of the enemy’s presence. Also, the planta- 
tion slave economy of the South permitted 
fewer men to be released for military 
service. He singles out Connecticut as 
making the most creditable showing and 
Maryland the least. 

It is interesting to find Wolfe’s victory 
on the Plains of Abraham attributed to the 
possession by the British of a better 
musket and to their better discipline. 
Wolfe, incidentally, fully shared the low 
opinion of colonial troops held by all Brit- 
ish officers because oftheir poor discipline.

Television in Review 


Life of Riley’ 
No Bed of Roses 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 
HE accepted ratio for the radio vs. television 
controversy is 5 to 1. That is, television— 
all other things being equal—is five times as 
effective as radio. This formula, possibly the 
most explosive 
since Einstein’s 
E-—-MC2 (E equals 
M times the square 
of C), has now been 
pretty well proved 
by “The Life of 
Riley,” which is on 
both mediums. 
The television 
“Life of Riley” is 
at least five times 
as bad as radio’s 
“Life of Riley.” 
And that isn’t easy. 
Radio’s Riley ‘Wil- 
Es ™ liam ate A a 
3S bat-brained welder 
JOHN CROSBY with a great gift 
for tripping over the English language. He has 
a wife and two teen-aged children, a girl and 
boy; and, his specialty is being lured into pre- 
posterous situations by his next-door neighbors, 
a sharpie named Jim Gillis. 

On radio, it’s pretty bad, but somehow, due 
to the nature of much of radio comedy, ex- 
pected. On television, it is almost inconceiv- 
ably painful. The television show is what is 
known as “live” film, an appayent contradiction 
in terms that is now being used in TV circles 
to distinguish it from kinescope. The film is 
shot in Hollywood and betrays the film capital's 
contempt for radio. There seems to be a feel- 
ing out there that radio comedy of this variety 
is so childish that it requires nothing but a 
camera and some film to transform it ‘to 


television. 
* * * 


WELL, THE RADIO SHOW is a little child- 
ish, but much of it is due to the limitations of 
the medium. A man with only his voice to 
assist him must express himself a little more 
forcibly, must emphasize the jokes to the point 
of parody, must tend toward caricature to avoid 
total blankness. The television performers have 
assumed that this sort of grotesque miming is 
inherent in anything that is broadcast into a 
man’s home, and behave accordingly. 

The result is some of the damnedest acting 
since tent shows fell into disfavor. Jackie 
Gleason, an old nightclub comic who plays 
Riley, rolls his eyes, flails his arms like wind- 
mills and, in general, behaves like a man with 
spasms to indicate nothing more violent than a 
passing irritation at his daughter, Babs. His 
friend Gillis, played by a man named Sid 
Tomack, keeps his teeth perpetually bared like 
fangs and before delivering a line, rolls his eyes 
far to the left, then far to the right as an indi- 
cation of profound thought.

THIS OVER-EMPHASIS is carried over to the 
plot, a series of contrivances apparently de- 
signed only to give Gillis and Riley a chance 
to go into convulsions. Currently, Riley is im- 
moderately exercised over his daughter’s suitor. 
Dvesn't like his face, and I can’t say as I blame 
him. Anyway, this leads to the suitor being 
concealed behind sofas, a comic device I 
thought had been banished about the time of 
the original “Charlie’s Aunt.” Misunderstand- 
ings fly around like autumn leaves until one 
minute before the show is over. Then Riley is 
rescued from his idiocy by his wife or one of 
his children. 

“Life of Riley” ought to act as a warning to 
anyone who wants to rush a radio show into 
television. The success of “The Goldbergs” may 
have led a lot of people into thinking it’s easy. 
It isn’t. “The Goldbergs” was always a sincere 
and ingeniously written radio show. On tele- 
vision, it was meticulously cast and it is still] 
lovingly written by Gertrude Berg, its orig- 
inator. 

“Life of Riley” was pretty phony to start out 
with, and phoniness is far more glaring in tele- 
vision than in radio.

‘They Was Rugged Mountain Boys’ 

ma HERE were plenty of possibilities for violent, meaty 

drama in the Hatfield-McCoy feud, but the watered-down 

version which Samuel Goldwyn gives us in “ROSEANNA 

McCOY” at the AMBASSADOR THEATER doesn’t realize 

them. ; 

Much of it is founded on the facts of 
the incident that sent the feud, which started 
with the Civil War, into a new flareup 
around 1880. The film has young Johnse, 
son of “Devil Anse” Hatfield, and his hot- 
‘blooded wooing of Roseanna McCoy, whom 
he carried off to his family’s cabin. But it 

palliates the bitterness of the fighting that followed by mak- 
ing it appear due to the meddling of a demented member 
of the Hatfield clan. One case of insanity seems pretty weak 
motivation for such deep-seated hatred and the barbaric 
cruelty which came out of it. The movie ends with Roseanna 
and Johnse riding away from a brief rifle fight at Tug Fork, 
to get married; the feudists suddenly hold their fire and call 
their quarrel off although nothing had happened to make the 
situation any different; and the head of the Hatfield clan 
shoots the crazy Mounts Hatfield to solve everything. As 

a matter of fact, there were many bloody raids and ambus- 
cades and senseless murders as a result of the incident, and 
the feud continued for many years. 

In the hands of a Eugene O'Neill, this welter of touchy 
pride, fear, suspicion, vengeance and murder could have been 
built into the powerful proportions of a Greek tragedy. 
As it is, it nowhere even approaches a movie on another 
feud theme, “Pursued,” which starred Judith Anderson and 
Robert Mitchum a few years ago. 

Sometimes there is a note of realism, as in Charles Bick- 
ford’s harsh playing of “Devil Anse” Hatfield and Hope 
Emerson's portrayal of his wife. But most of the other 
actors seem a lot closer to Hollywood than to the West 
Virginia-Kentucky hills. Farley Granger as Johnse Hatfield 
seems more interested in becoming a matinee idol than doing 
a realistic job. Joan Evans, the 15-year-old starlet who is 
being built up by Goldwyn, has some simplicity and sincerity, 
but her inexperience prevents her giving Roseanna any real 
three-dimensional stature. Raymond Massey is rather stagey 
as the head of the McCoys. Altogether, I'd say the exhibit 
is just fair.

re MPACT,” at the ORPHEUM, has some melodramatic 
| interest at the start in a story of how a wealthy in- 
dustrialist escapes a murderous attack on him by his. 
wife’s lover, but is believed to have been killed later in an 
Mh automobile -crash, and so has the luxury of 
hiding in a small Idaho town and reading 
newspaper accounts of how his wife is 
being charged with his murder. But it 
becomes involved with too much plot, and 
gets more unconvincing as it goes along. 
It finally ends up with the industrialist him- 
self being acquitted of murder in one of 
those courtroom scenes where his attorney does most of the 
testifying in speeches to the jury. Brian Donlevy, a sturdy, 
actor capable of strong performances, does his best to make 
the industrialist believable, and sometimes succeeds. ‘Impact’ 
runs 111 minutes. If the director had thrown out the last 
half of the script and reduced it to 65 minutes, he would 
have had a better movie. 

The so-called co-feature, “THE CROOKED WAY,” is 
another melodrama, about a war hero with amnesia who finds 
on returning to Los Angeles he is a notorious gangster, some- 
thing which Army Intelligenc@ wasn’t able to find out, even 
though they knew he enlisted from the city. An old gang 
enemy sets out to frame the veteran for the murder of a 
detective, and the piece ends up with a shooting spree. Sonny 
Tufts, no matter how mean he tries to look, doesn’t register 
as a gangster. John Payne, as the veteran trying to unravel 
his past, contributes little more than a continually dazed ex- 
pression. The audience will hardly blame him, though, as 
most of the time it shares his confusion as to what's going on.

When Lanza sang his first song 
to Kathryn Grayson in his first 
picture, “That Midnight Kiss,” he

fhe signing of the handsome 
golden voiced husky bv Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer was part of that 
studio’s participation in the in- 
dustry-wide move to develop new 
stars. After one look at the re- 
turns from initial engagements of 
“That Midnight Kiss,” the studio 
tossed out of the dow its plans 
for a systematic buildup. Mario 
was already at the top. 

When Mario Lanza left Phila- 
delphia a few years ago he count- 
ed as close relatives his parents, 
his -grandfather and three first 
cousins. When he returned re- 
cently he found his parents and 
his grandfather but the cousins 
had multiplied to 300. 

“Everybody’s my cousin now,” 
laughs Mario. “I like that.” 

Talk about a welcome.

West contended that East should 
have doubled the one no-trump 
bid by North, while East countered 
by saying that West should have 
doubled, rather than bid three 
diamonds. East also stated that 
West’s actual three diamond bid 
was not forcing. As it happened, 
West made the three-diamond 
contract, but earned only two 
and one-half match points on the 
board, nine points being top. 

Any reasonable view of this 
question must result in placing 
the blame on West’s shoulders. 
His penalty double of one dia- 
mond (which was a pretty rash 
bid on South’s part!) was entirely 
logical, particularly in view of 
the respective vulnerability, but 
he was not correct in his asser- 
tion that East should have dou- 
bled North’s one no-trump, nor 
was he remotely correct in 
bidding three diamonds at his 
next turn! 


True, West could not double 
the one no-trump with any great 
assurance, since, for all he could 
know, North might be able to run 
a long heart or spade suit, but if 
West himself did not wish to risk 
a penalty double of one no-trump 
—which would be understandable 
—then he certainly should have 
jump-raised his partner’s club 
suit instead of indicating that his 
hand was good for nothing but a 
diamond contract! 

If West had bid three clubs in- 
stead of diamonds, East 
could have ventured three no- 
trump, but on the actual bidding, 
East was blameless.
